SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 


WATER  SUPPLIES . 


The  water  supply  of  the  area  has  been  satisfactory  in  quality 
and  quantity* 

Fifteen  samples  of  water  were  submitted  for  chemical  and 
bacteriological  examination.  Nine  of  these  were  of  potable  quality, 
and  six,  affecting  private  pump-wells,  were  unsatisfactory. 

There  are  no  piped  supplies  of  water  in  the  area  liable  to 
plumbo-solvent  action. 

No  public  supplies  were  found  to  be  contaminated  as  a  result  of 
analysis. 

Of  the  5,600  dwelling-houses  in  the  arc  a, approximately  .3*160 
have  piped  supplies  direct  to  the  houses,  representing  a  population 
of  about  14,600. 

Forty  dwelling-houses  in  the  parish  of  Kettle shulme  are  supplied 
by  a  standpipe,  representing  a  population  of  approximately  140. . 
Authority  from  the  Ministry  of  Health  has  now  been  obtained  to  improve 
the  services  in  the  parish  and  water  is  to  be  laid  on  to  the  respective 
premises* 

The  extension  to  public  water  mains  during  the  year  was  2,245 
lineal  yards  in  the  parish  of  Henbury,  and  185  yards  at  Over  Alder ley. 

DRAINAGE  AND  SB.jERaGE, 

There  were  no  extensions  made  to  the  public  sewers  during  the  past 

year* 


The  two  districts  still  most  acutely  in  need  of  sewerage  systems 
in  this  rural  district  are  the  Langley  area  of  Sutton,  and  the  Knutsford 
Road  area  of  Chorley  and  Great  War  ford,  these  having  been  referred  to 
in  previous  Annual  Reports  since  1937. 

Negotiations  with  adjacent  authorities  are  still  taking  place 
regarding  main  systems  cf  sewers  in  the  Chorley  and  Great  War  ford  areas, 
and  it  is  anticipated  with  the  termination  of  the  war  the  difficulties 
in  the  matter  of  the  Langley  Sewerage  Scheme  will  soon  be  resolved. 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 

The  Council's  House  Refuse  Collecting  Service  includes  the  whole 
or  parts  of  19  townships  in  the  area. 

REFUSE  TIPS. 

The  number  of  refuse  tips  is  nine,  and  there  are  two  full  time 
men  engaged  on  their  control. 

INFESTATION. 

No  special  action  has  been  found  necessary  under  this  particular 
heading  during  the  year.

In  addition,  2  agricultural  houses  have  been  erected  during  the 
war  in  each  of  the  parishes  of  Chelford,  Gawsworth  and  Withington,  a 
total  of  six. 

The  Council's  first  year  post-war  housing  programme  is  230,  and 
it  is  expected  that  a  substantial  portion  of  this  number  will  be 
completed  or  near  completion  by  the  end  of  1946. 

RURAL  HOUSING  SURVEY. 

The  survey  of  rural  houses  requested  by  the  Ministry  of  Health 
following  the  Hobhouse  Report  on  Rural  Housing  was  commenced  during 
the  year. 

The  Council  appointed  an  additional  Sanitary  Inspector  (temporary) 
owing  to  the  increased  work  entailed  and  he  commenced  duties  on  the  2^na 
October  1945, 

The  survey  is  confined  to  houses  suitable  for  occupation  for^the 
working  class  and  for  this  purpose  houses  with  a  rateable  value  of 
£20  are  included. 
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The  parishes  of  Adlington,  Gawsworth  and  Sutton  were  surveyed 
and  the  houses  placed  provisionally  in  the  following  categories. 

Total  number  of  houses  inspected  and  recorded  ....  725 

Category  A.  Fit  or  with  minor  defects. . .439  being  60.5%  of  the  total. 

Category  B*  Requiring  alteration  or  repair... 82  being  11.3%  of  the  total. 

Category  C.  Requiring  re-conditioning. . .98  being  13*3%  of  the  total. 

Category  D.  Requiring  demolition. .. 103  being  14.2%  of  the  total. 

It  is  anticipated  that  the  survey  will  be  completed  in  1946  when 
a  composite  of  the  housing  position  of  the  area  will  be  available.
